KNOWN  AS  the  world’s  most 
traveled  symphonic  organiza- 
tion, the  Philadelphia  Orchestra 
has  toured  annually  throughout 
the  United  States  and  Canada 
and  has  played  the  role  of  musi- 
cal ambassador  to  Europe  on 
three  occasions.  In  1949  the 
group  toured  Great  Britain,  and 
in  1955  and  1958  it  went  to  all  of 
Europe,  including  Russia,  where 
its  triumphs  included  rave  no- 
tices from  the  foreign  press.
